UT AZERBAIJAN 
ARE EXECUTED 
BY CUMMUNISTS 


Former Premier Among 
Those Charged With 
Treason — All Ac- 
cused of Collaborat- | 


ing With Beria. 


MOSCOW, May 29 (AP)—The 
former Prime Minister of Azer- 
baijan and three other top offi- 
cials of that Transcaucasian So- 
Viet republic have been executed 
for treason and counter-revo- 
lutionary activity, it was dis- 
closed today 

The four officials were ac- 
cused of being accomplices of 
former Soviet police boss Lav- 
renty P. Beria. 

The newspaper Baku Worker, 


in an edition which reached 
Moscow today, said they had 
been charged with ‘‘terroristic 
acts.” 


The newspaper said they were 
tried publicly in Baku between 
April 12 and April 26. It iden- 
tified the chief defendant as 
M. D. Bagirov, former secretary 
of the Azerbaijan Communist 
party and the chairman of the 
Council of Ministers of the 
Azerbaijan Republic. 


The other three men executed 
vere M. D. Barshchev, H. I 
Crigorvan and Lt. Gen. R. A 


arkaryan of the state security 
services 

Bagirov was made an alter- 
nate member of the presidium 
of the Communist party of the 


Soviet Union in March 1953 
immediately after Joseph Sta- 
lin's death 


Followed Beria. 


But Bagirov, long considered 
in the Soviet Union to be a 
close collaborator of Beria, fell 
a few weeks after Beria him- 
self was arrested 

On July 18, 1953, the Moscow 
radio announced he had been 
dismissed as Premier of Azer- 
baijan. The public announce- 
ment of his removal] at that 
time did not connect him with 
Beria—but simply said he had 
been guilty of gross bureauc- 
racy 

Before he became Premier, 
Bagirovy had been for many 
vears the Communist party 
chieftain in the Soviet republic 
on the Caspian sea, its capital 
the oil metropolis of Baku. 
Beria attended school in Baku 
in his youth before the revo-| 
lution. 

The indictment, as published 
in the Baku newspaper, said 
Bagirov and his accomplices 
were guilty of treason, of using 
improper methods of police in- 
vestigation, of setting the state | 
security organs against the gov- | 
ernment and the Communist 
party, and of counter-revolu- 
tionary activity. 

No Press Report. 

There had been no word of 
the trial or execution in the | 
Moscow press or over the radio, | 

The brief report in the news- | 
paper was in the form of an 
announcement from the mili- | 
tary collegium of the supreme | 
court of the U.S.S.R. 

It added that two other de- 
fendants have been sentenced | 
to terms of 25 years imprison- | 
ment. They are identified as | 
S S Ibrogimovich, a former 
vice commissar of state security, 
and S. Emelyanov, a former 
people’s commissar for state se- 
curity in Azerbaijan. 

The defendants in the trial 
were accused primarily of ex- 
tracting false confessions from 
persons who were actually loyal 
members of the Communist 
party and faithful to the Soviet 
state. 

The charges said that the de- | 
fendants had used “impermis- | 
sible methods” to obtain convic- 
tions when they were in power 
in the oil producing republic 
and that they acted with Beria 
and as his accomplices. 


Azerbaijan, one of the 16 
constitutent republies of the 
USS.R., has a population of 
about 3,250,000 and an area ot! 
33.460 square miles. It is sit- 
uated in the eastern part of the 
Transcaucasus, Just across the 
frontier from the Iranian prov- 
ince of Azerbaijan. 

About three-fifths of the Re- 


ublic’s people are of the same _ 
blood lines as those of the 
Iranian province. Other na- 


tionalities represented are Ar-) 
menians, Georgians and Rus- 
sians.

Of the $30,000,000 in un- 
obligated funds, $20,000,000 
would go for operating expenses 
and $10,000,000 for plant acqui- 
sition and construction 
Original Estimate.

WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP) 
—The Administration moved to- 
day to put into effect the new 
farm bill which President Eis- 
enhower signed late yesterday. 


He criticized what he called 
the bill’s shortcomings, but said 
its advantages outweighed its 
“harmful provisions.” 


The law carries provisions for 
a $1.200,000,000-a-year soi] bank 
program, but just how much 
of the money may be made 
available this crop year is a 
matter which will be deter- 
mined by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra Taft Benson. 

Benson, who said he was glad 
Mr. Eisenhower approved the 
measure, said his department 
is “proceeding with judicious 
haste” to put the soil bank plan 
into effect this year. Unde! 
this program, farmers will be 
offered payments for taking 
land out of production of sur- 
plus crops. 

The new law is the second 
farm measure passed by Con- 
gress this year. The first one 
was vetoed by Mr. Eisenhower 
April 16 because it carried pro- 
visions which would have in- 
creased price supports of some 
crops and products above levels 
favored by the Administration. 

“Most of the harmful prpvi- 
sions of the previous farm bill 
have been deleted or have been 
substantially modified,” Mr. 
Eisenhower said in a statement 
announcing his action. “Some 
of them still remain, however, 
and some new ones have been 
added.” 

Benson Statement. 

Benson said in a statement 
that this year would not pro- 
vide “a fair test” of the soil 
bank because virtually all crops 
have been planted. Mr. Eisen 
hower expressed regret that the 
soil bank had not been en- 
acted earlier. 

Nevertheless, soil bank money 
could be made available to a 
relatively large acreage if Ben- 
son offered liberal conditions. 
If he should limit .participation 
this year to land intended for 
cotton, wheat, peanuts, rice, to- 
bacco and corn but not yet 
planted, the participation would 
be limited and the total pay- 
ments small. 

Should he permit farmers to 
plow up a part of the land 
planted to these crops—as he 
has authority to do—the par- 
ticipation could be relatively 
large and the payments substan- 


; known that Benson is 
reluctant to offer payments for 
plowing up crops lest such ac- 
tion draw consumer complaints 
4nd lest it do little toward cut- 
ting production of surplus crops, 
Which is the prime goal of the 
@rogram. 

Based on inquiries reaching 
fhe department, officials be- 
lieve that most farmers would 
be willing to plow up only land 
which already is destined to 
crop failure because of adverse 
weather.

WASHINGTON, May 29 ‘AP) 
—Moscow has ignored a broad 
hint from Washington that it 
would welcome an invitation to

The Russians did send a for- 
mal invitation to one of the 


Joint Chiefs, Air Force Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, to attend 
Soviet Aviation day ceremonies 


in Moscow on June 24. An- 
nouncing receipt of the invita- 
tion last night, the Air Force 
said it was under consideration. 

When word of this forthcom- 
ing invitation got out last Thurs- 
day, both the Pentagon and 
the White House hinted strong- 
ly that the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
would accept if they were in- 
vited to Russia. They include 
the Chiefs of Staff of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force and achair- 
man, Adm. Arthur W. Radford. 

When the formal invitation 
was delivered by Soviet Embas- 
sy aids yesterday, however, it 
did not cover all the Joint 
Chiefs, but only Twining 

The New York Herald Trie 
bune, in a Washington dispatch, 
said today President Eisenhower 
had conferred with Twining and 
others and “decided in princi- 
ple’ that the invitation would 
be accepted.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 29 
Adlai Stevenson is getting a one- 
day jump on Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver in their fifth and final 
invasion of California for the 
state's 68 crucial presidential 
nominating votes to be de- 
cided in the winner-take-all 
Democratic primary a week 
from today 

The former Illinois Governor 
arrived in Los Angeles late yes- 
terday by air from Florida and 
immediately began his cam- 
paigning with a joint press con- 
ference with Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt. This was followed 
by a half-hour state-wide tele- 
vision show and a 45-minute 
handshaking attendance at a 
Negro rally at night 

Today he was in San Fran- 
cisco for a noon address at the 
press club, a bus tour of neigh- 
boring towns, a reception for 
party workers and a dinner 

Kefauver is scheduled to ar- 
rive in Los Angeles late today 
and will duplicate Stevenson's 
whirlwind campaigning. He 
thought it better strategy to re- 
main in Florida for a last-day 
effort for that state's 28 con- 
vention votes, which can be di- 
vided between active Demo- 


cratic presidential contenders. 
Welcomes Support. 
Stevenson speeded up his 
California visit to make the 
most of Mrs. Roosevelt's. ex- 
tremely active support. The 


71-year-old widow of the former 
President made an overnight 
flight from New York to San 
Francisco to speak at a Steven- 
son meeting there, flew down 
to Los Angeles to appear with 
him at the press conference, 
addressed a women’s rally and 
spoke on his TV show She 
took a night plane to New York 
to be able to attend a Steven- 


son rally tonight in her old 
home town of Hyde Park 
When Stevenson profusely 


thanked her for making such a 
strenuous trip, she smiled, “! 
assure you, it was no exertion. 
He. showing weariness from his 
Florida travels, observed that 
this was the only thing about 
which she and he disagreed. 


The press conference and the 
TV show disclosed the points 
Stevenson evidently plans to 
stress in the next few days. 
These are his experience in 
Washington and as governor, 
his interest in foreign affairs, 
his views on civil rights, especi- 
ally the Supreme Court's de- 
segregation decisions and his 
concern for the older people, of 
which California has many. 

Preparation, Experience. 

Mrs. Roosevelt did most of 
the talking at the press confer- 
ence. She said he would make 
the best President because he 
has had the preparation and ex- 
perience for the questions she 
thinks will be the most import- 
ant in the years ahead. 

Asked for her appraisal of 
the Eisenhower record to date, 
she replied that, as far as in- 
ternational affairs were con- 
cerned, the United States has 
fewer friends than when the 
Republican Administration 


came into power. 

“The President,” she said, 
“meets questions after they 
have become crises. There 1s 


no preview to find answers be- 
fore we get into crises 


She said the Republican 
theme song had been ‘Peace 
and Prosperity,” but, as she 
read the papers, the Repub- | 


licans were preparing the voters 
for “slight economic trouble.” 
The theme song, she said is per- 
haps being modified at the mo- 
ment. with 149,000 jobless in

In his comments on the Nazi 
documents, Fish frankly stated 
that, far from changing his 
views, he now believes that he 
was even more right than he 
had thought 16 years ago. He 
took a line increasingly popu- 
lar with former isolationists 
that once Germany attacked 
Russia the United States should 
have let the attack go on. Oth- 
ers have gone so far as to Say 
that America should have joined 
Germany in the assault on Rus- 
sia and that if this had hap- 
pened we would not today be 
faced with a Soviet threat of 
world conquest. 

Ultra-Nationalist Line. 


That line is not so much iso- 
lationism as ultra-nationalism. 
One of its chief exponents has 
been Senator McCarthy who 
has assailed all and sundry, in- 
cluding President Eisenhower, 
whom he has suspected of seek- 
ing a peace settlement with 
the Soviet Union. McCarthy's 
attacks on the President were 
especially sharp at the time of 
the summit conference in Ge- 
neva last July. He used such 
words as sell-out and betrayal 
to denounce the Administration. 

Despite the foreign policy 
line taken by President Eisen- 
hower, the neo-isolationists, the 
political heirs of those who 
were perfectly happy in col- 
laborating with the Nazis, still 
dominate the Republican party. 
Their rallying point is Senator 
John W. Bricker of Ohio whose

Sacking Senator Wiley 


Senator Alexander Wiley of Wisconsin was 
first elected to the Senate 18 vears ago. Only 
one other present Republican Senator has served 
longer and he is Senator Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire whose entry in the Senate antedates 
that of Senator Wiley by merely two years. 

In his three six-vear terms Senator Wiley has 
risen to a position of relative importance and 
influence in Congress. He is the senior Republi- 
can on two of the most important Senate commit- 
tees—Foreign Relations and Judiciary. 

This means that when the Republicans con- 
trolled Congress in the first half of the Eisen- 
hower Administration, Senator Wiley had his 
choice as to which of these important chairman 
ships he would fill. He chose: to be chairman of 
the vital Foreign Relations Committee 

In addition to holding these important posi- 
tions by virtue of seniority, Senator Wiley has 
been a key Republican Senator ftom the stand- 
point of the Eisenhower Administration He 
comes from the Middle West where Republican 
Senators generally have been considerably less 
than stalwart supporters of President Eisen- 
hower on foreign affairs. 

Dirksen of Illinois, Jenner and Capehart of 
Indiana, Bricker of Ohio, Hickenlooper of Iowa, 
McCarthy of Wisconsin—such Republicans have 
opposed the Eisenhower position on the Bricker 
amendment and other foreign policy matters. 

Not so Senator Wiley. He has been the Presi- 
dent's strongest Republican supporter on foreign 
affairs. He has not only worked for Eisenhower 
policies in the Senate. He has made speeches in 
behalf of these policies over the country. He 
has spoken up for the Administration when the 
Administration was disinclined to defend itself. 

When G.O.P. Leader Knowland praised Syng- 
man Rhee for upsetting the prisoner applecart 
in Korea, it was Senator Wiley who took the 
floor to repair Knowland’s damage. When most 
of the Republicans were for the Bricker amend- 
ment to tie the President’s hands in foreign 
affairs, it was Senator Wiley who battled against 
it from his lonely position on the G.O.P. side. 
When the late Senator Taft delivered his famous 
“go it alone” speech, it was Senator Wiley—and 
only he among Republicans—who immediately 
voiced support for the U.N. 

With a record such as this Senator Wiley is 
entitled to strong support from the Eisenhower 
Administration and all Republicans who profess 
to uphold the Administration. Yet two years ago 
he was pointedly snubbed at a Young Republi- 
cans State Convention in Milwaukee. Now, as 
he begins his campaign for re-election, he has 
just been repudiated by the Wisconsin Republi- 
can State Convention. Instead of giving Senator 
Wiley the indorsement he had every right to ex- 
pect, the G.O.P. organization put its approval on 
Representative Glenn R. Davis of Waukesha, 
who had McCarthy support. The vote was: 
Davis, 1795; Wiley, 481 

To his credit, Senator Wilev is going to fight 
it out in a primary battle. How much support he 
will have from President Eisenhower remains to 
he seen. If it is in proportion to his backing for 
the White House policies, it will be a great deal

What do these men have in common? They 
all are more than 100 years old and they all 
fought in the Civil War, though on opposing 
sides. Mr. Woolson is the only survivor of the 
Union Army, and he is ill. But 90 years after 
that great and terrible warfare among Amer- 
icans there is a special comradeship among the 
few survivors of it, though probably they have 
never met. 

Memorial day was begun to honor the Union 
war dead. It developed from a special order in 
1866 to the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
first great veterans’ organization, by its com- 
mander, Gen. John A. Logan of Illinois. The 
G.A.R. made a tempestuous march through 
history. As a lobby it dominated many polit- 
ical issues, and for a while it waved the “bloody 
shirt” over Northern states. Meanwhile the 
South developed its own veterans’ organization 
and its own memorial days. 

But the Grand Army furled its flag three 
years ago with the passing of its last member. 
The bloody shirt had been washed away decades 
before. All that is left today are the little 
iron stars of the G.A.R. on countless graves in 
many cemeteries. And all life that is left from 
the. War Between the States is encompassed in 
four men. We would guess that their memories 
on this Memorial day are less on the bitter 
division of the past than on the unity and prog- 
ress of a nation to which they all contributed 
ee — 


The Trial Proceeds 

The illness of defendant Harry I. Schwimmer 
brought the Government's nationally-important 
tax case here lo a crisis. This was resolved when 
United States District Judge Rubey M. Hulen 
removed Schwimmer as a defendant, but ordered 
trial to continue for T. Lamar Caudle and Mat- 
thew J. Connelly who also face charges of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government. 

Judge Hulen’s problem was not simple, be- 
cause a good part of the evidence produced by 
the prosecutors so far relates to Schwimmer. 
But had the judge ruled the other way, and de 
clared a general mistrial, three weeks of hard 
court work would have been lost. Eventually the 
ground would have had to be covered again. 

Now Schwimmer can still be tried if his heart 
ailment permits at some future date. But the 
case against the two former Truman Administra- 
tion officials will be brought to its conclusion, 
possibly within two weeks or so. Thus the mat- 
ter should be settled, and fortunately settled 
well before the hottest glare of the coming gen- 
eral election campaign could reflect on the work 
of justice. 
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Research Is Vital to Air Power 

An important bit of testimony before the Sen- 
ate air power subcommittee has been over- 
shadowed by the heavy emphasis on the ques- 
tion of just how the United States stands with 
respect to Soviet Russia in the matter of big 
bombers. The Soviets are ahead in numbers of 
intercontinental bombers but witnesses also re- 
vealed that the United States does not have the 
interceptors necessary to counter them. 

It was encouraging, however, to learn from 
Gen. Earle E. Partridge, chief of the Continen- 
tal Air Defense Command, that this situation 
will be remedied shortly. The general is just be- 
ginning to get F-102s and F-104s which are said 
to be able to handle any bomber under almost 
any conditions. Had he begun getting these in- 
terceptors a few months earlier he would not 
have had to give the gloomy testimony that has 
just been made public. 

Ironically the Air Defense Command would 
have gotten these interceptors much earlier had 
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it not been for the economies of six to 10 years 
ago that cut down on the research and develop- 
ment activities which gave birth to the “century” 
series of interceptors. 

Gen. Partridge probably appreciates this fact 
as he was the Air Force chief of research before 
he took his present assignment. And Trevor 
Gardner, who resigned as Assistant Secretary of 
Air Force Research and Development last Feb- 
ruary because his hands were tied, also probably 
sees the irony in the situation It tvertainlv 
should be driven home that energetic research 
and development are just as necessary as having 
adequate numbers of planes.

The Defense Dispute in the Press

This appears to be more than the in- 
terservice rivalry that is endemic in the 
Pentagon, despite Secretary Wilson's ef 
fort to minimize the affair. It has its 
roots in fundamental disagreement over 
roles, strategy and appropriations in the 
Nuclear Age. And although an attack bv 
one service on the basic concepts of 
others is unedifying, it is better to 
have the dispute in the open where Con- 
gress and the public can judge it than 
to have it simmering behind a wall of 
secrecy in the Defense Department. 

One reason why a missile czar was 
appointed in the Pentagon was to re- 
solve such disputes and assert some 
sort of priority in development and 
production. The Weapons Systems Eval- 
uation Group, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and the mussile czar together ought to 
be able to arrive at administrative de- 
cisions on which missiles are best suited 
to particular necds 

No one without a gift of omniscience 
can say with finality who is right. lf 
the Army protest reflects an excess of 
traditionalism, there has been an ex- 
cess of “easy war” and “we can do it 
all by ourselves” talk by some persons 
in the Air Force. The arguments need 
to be heard.

President Eisenhower has put Into 
the proper perspective and, it may be 
hoped, ended the kind of squabbling 
within our armed forces that has dis- 
turbed the nation. He takes full account 
of the fast-moving revolution which sci- 
ence is bringing about not only in our 
way of life but also in the art of war 
and the methods of defense—a revolu- 
tion that calls for constant changes in 
weapons and military doctrines. To be 
sure, this may lead to strong arguments 
between and within the armed services, 


but the President .declares that he 
would be “frightened” if there were 
no such arguments 


As the President points out, in the 
last analysis final responsibility rests 
on him, as both President and Com- 
mander-in-Chief. But he readily con- 
cedes that the problems involved are 
so vast that they may well be beyond 
the range of any one individual.

Postwar unification of the military 
services was intended to integrate the 
Army, Navy and Air Force into a single 
defense combine with the separate roles 
and responsibilities of each clearly de- 
fined. Yet the new feud that has burst 
into the open demonstrates that unifi- 
cation 1s no more real today than it was 
in 1949 when interservice rivalry broke 
James V. Forrestal in body and mind, 
causing the very first Secretary of De- 
fense to take his own life. 

The armed services—or powerful ele- 
ments within each service—are in total 
disagreement as to the nature of a pos- 
sible future war and how best to pro- 
tect the national security. 

To have the controversy—or the many 
controversies—come into the open is a 
healthy thing. But the disputes do noth- 
ing to reassure the American public 
that the military men know where they 
are going or to what purpose they are 
spending billions of tax dollars each 
year 

If top level decisions have not been 
made, even with a military man as 
President, they must be made. And 
their significance must be explained to 
the public—and to the armed services.

strategic bombing. The fact is that 
there are the flattest of flat contradic- 
tions among all three of the services on 
what each should. do and how much 
strength each should have to do it with 
in any future war. 

Army spokesmen assert that the “use 
and control of all iand-launched missiles 
is the responsibility of the Army.” To- 
day the Air Force has control of the 
development of long-range and medium 
missiles. 

The Army asserts that the Air Force 


already has too manv bombers and is 
crying for “more money, more money, 
more money,” when it ought to have 
less. The Air Force contends that its 
“spectacular mobility outmodes the most 
modern surface forces.” 

Discount service prejudice and there 
remains an argument which in this 
democratic country cant be settled 
in private. It won't hurt for the Con- 
gress and the country—as well as for 
the President and Mr. Wilson—to hear 
out the generals attentively because 
when the generals are angry the civil- 
ians should be calm. 


The Louisville Courier-Journal 
Secretary of Defense Wilson sighs 
that the President is “a bit unhappy” 
about the squabbling among the armed 
services. He doesn't say that the Presi 
dent is going to do anything about it 

Past performance shows that it will 
take a lot more than presidential re- 
gret to stop the feud that has broken 
out in the Pentagon. At stake is not 
only the amount of money each of the 
services will get for the coming year 
but the very strategy on which the de- 
fenses of our country are based. 

The Defense Department was estab- 
lished to bring into unified co-ordina- 
lion the plans and functions of the 
services. Certainly, Congress should not 
periodically be forced to hear and set 
tle rows between our supposedly-unified 
armed forces. Neither should these rows 
be argued in the public press 

The least we should be able to ex 
pect of a Defense Department headed 
by one of the countrys outstanding 
executives is some measure of organi- 
zational efficiency. The least we should 
expect from an Administration headed 
by an outstanding military man is Ssta- 
bility of military planning and policy, 
and the maintenance of military disci- 
pline. We aren't getting it

The bickering that has broken out 
between the branches of the armed 
forces seems to show all too plainly that 
the integration ordered under a single 
Secretary of Defense in 1947 is still to 


come. This lag is not good for the 
countrys We cannot agree with Secre- 
tary Wilson, however, that the mere 


airing of service differences is neces- 
sarily bad for the country. 

The heads of our military establish- 
ment are there to co-ordinate military 
effort for maximum strength and mini 
mum waste of money. They are not 
there to act as representatives of so 
many rival constituencies, although 
they often act that way. 

Congress, holding the purse strings 
that make defense possible, can always 
have the final word. If this becomes 
necessary, let us hope that there are 
enough patriots on both sides to put 
the nation’s defense above party ad- 
vantage.

Between Book Ends 


Search for the Obvious 
AN ADVENTURE IN EDUCATION. by Fred M. Hech- 
inaer (Macm C 266 pags. $3.75 

The subtitle of this book by Fred M 
Hechinger, education editor of the New 
York Heruld Tribune. is “Connecticut 
Points the Way.” The question. which 
comes to mind is: Do you want to fol 
low in that direction” 

The book is Mr. Hechinger’s report 
on the study of Connecticut schools 
made by a special Fact Finding Com- 
mission appointed by the Governor in 
1949. According to the information sup- 
plied, local committees manned by 
38,000 volunteers collaborated in the 
largest and most thorough survey of 
education in a single area ever unde! 
taken. When one is finally confronted 
with the conclusion one is tempted to 
paraphrase Winston Churchill and ex 
claim, never before 
have so0 many 
worked so hard to 
accomplish so little. 

Inessence the 
study says. that 
there {ls nothing 
wrong with the ba- 
sic school system 
itself except that 
we should have 
“more and better 
schools,” a not too 
controversial point, 
Since by “better 
schools,’ Mr. Hech- 
inger refers to the 
architecture. 

Some specific findings of this gigan- 
tic hunt for facts over the 5009 square 
miles of Connecticut were that schools 
were inadequate and too few. Another 
fact ferreted out by this committee was 
that teachers’ salaries were too low 

Mr. Hechinger’s report is like an im- 
mense hoopskirt—it covers everything, 
touches nothing. He brings up interest- 
ing subjects, but drops them before any 
idea emerges 50, for instance, he 
raises the questions of the alarming 
drop-out in both high schools and voca- 
tional schools, the anti-intellectual atti- 
tude in class rooms, the poverty of 
scholastic curricula, the foisting to- 
gether in the same classrooms of the 
mentally bright students with the prob- 
lem children, the lowering of standards 
because of the insistence by school au- 
thorities that everybody must graduate 

these problems and many others, Mr. 
Hechinger brings up, but that is the 
extent of it. Having been brought up, 
the subject is dismissed. 

\re we to arrive at the solution of 
problems in education by polling the 
opinions of a number of people, then 
give the composite of their answers as 
the solution? Through this method the 
Fact Finding Committee found out 
among other things, that the ideal 
leacker is “one who is well trained in 
educational methods,” “one who under- 
Stands world conditions,” and “one who 
knows her subject well and knows how 
to present it” What more is there to 
know about the teacher problem? 

Our favorite answer by an unknown 
Connecticut citizen, who was polled for 
his opinion, we give here in full: “T 
can’t be bothered with your silly ques- 
lions; go ask someone else.” They did, 
and they got silly answers to their silly

Three Renaissance bronzes, 
including a cast of “The Wres- 
tlers,”” have been acquired by 
the City Art Museum, Director 
Charles Nagel announced today. 

The museum also purchased 
a contemporary bronze by the 
German artist, George Kolbe, 
and received as a gift trom 
Mr. and Mrs. Morton D. May a 
stone sculpture by the Ameri- 
can artist, John D. Flannagan. 

“The Wrestlers,” 13°4 inches 
high by 15'4 inches in length, 
is a collaborative work by two 
well-known Italian’ sculptors, 
Giovanni da Bologna, who lived 
in the latter part of the six- 
teenth century, and Antonio 
Susini, who lived between 1540 
and 1624 

Each of the artists worked 
independently. When they col- 
laborated, Susini’s outstanding 
contribution was a_ golden 
brown transparent lacquer pa- 
tina which is a feature of “The 
Wrestlers.” 

The museum's bronze is pat- 
terned after an antique monu- 
mental sculpture in marble now 
in the Uffizi Gallery in Flor- 
ence, Italy. Only one. other 
known cast exists. It is part of 
the Paula de Koenigsberg col- 
lection in Buenos Aires 

The museum paid $6500 to G 
Cramer of The Hague for “The 
Wrestlers.” The other Renais- 
sance sculptures, “Architecture” 
and “Sculpture.” were acquired 
for a total of $1700. They are 
attributed to a little-known 
early eighteenth century Vene- 
tian sculptor, Francesco Berto

DWARD R. MURROW’S two-part “Report on Afri- 
ca” was a massive film document on a teeming, 
turbulent and terribly newsworthy continent. In 
fact, it was the most ambitious enterprise yet unger-

The Murrow cam- 
eras ranged from the 
Gold Coast down

Murrow’s men—Alexander Kendrick 
and Blair Clark—interviewed scores of people from 
prime ministers to plain folk, examining the numer- 
ous ills of this awakening continent. Everywhere they 
discovered that the word of the hour was freedom— 
freedom from colonialism, freedom from white rule, 
freedom from exploitation.

IN EGYPT. Murrow pointed out that its “rampant 
nationalism” obscures the real issue which is the coun- 
try’s serfdom to the Nile which steals its topsoil and 
sweeps it into the Mediterranean. “Our country used 
to build pyramids,” observed Premier Nasser dryly. 
“Now we are thinking of building dams.” In Algeria, 
where French troops are fighting an estimated 20,000 
armed Algerians, Blair Clark interviewed a French 
farmer, all of whose French neighbors have either 
been killed by terrorists or who have fled. The 
Frenchman read a letter from the underground con- 
demning him to death. 

In South Africa, where Prime Minister Strijdom's 
apartheid policy has tried to set the clock back 100 
years, one of the most moving sights was that of a 
group of mature, well-dressed white women who call 
themselves the Women of the Black Sash. They stand 
in straight ranks, motionless and silent, whenever 
Strijdom enters or leaves a building. The silent dis- 
approval strikes you like a blow. In fact, Strijdom 
may be the only man in public life who would not be 
troubled by this silent reproach. His ministers have 
taken to entering and leaving by side doors.

NATURALLY, on a subject so huge there would 
have to be omissions. The most glaring omission, I 
should say, was that the camera men didn't get into 
the villages enough. To understand the vastness of 
Africa's problem, you have to get a glimpse of the 
tribal Negroes who make-up so much of Africa's 
200,000,000 population and whose primitivism has to 
been seen to be believed. 

Nevertheless, the measure of Murrow’s achievement 
© ean be taken only by comparing his films to those trav- 
* elogues we all looked at in the movie houses for years, 
those blurry pictures of water lapping at Pacific 
islands, dancing natives, and palm trees, and that 
hopelessly sirupy narration. The documentary has 
come a long, long way from that. It still has some 
distance to travel.

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ANY of Washington's keen- 
Mes political observers saw 

fit to ignore the mounting

But those in the know waited 
with bated breath and expect- 
ant chuckles for the next move 
of the Kremlin in its propagan- 
da war with a “nation” which 
existed only in the whimsical 
mind of Russell M. Arundel, a 
Washington business man and 
sportsman, 


Arundel, an ardent tuna fish- 
erman, invented “Outer Bal- 
donia” over a bottle of bourbon 
one bitterly cold day in 1949, 
while he and a couple of com- 
panions were out after blue fins 
in the Atlantic off the Nova 
Scotia coast. 

He had just purchased an un- 
inhabited island—a barren, 40- 
acre mass of rock jutting out 
of the sea 16 miles southwest 
of Wedgeport, in the middle of 
some of the best tuna waters in 
the world—and built a one- 
room fishing lodge on it. On 
your map, if it is a very large 
one, you will find the island 
listed as Outer Bald Tusket, one 
of a group of tiny dots scat- 
tered below the southernmost 
tip of Nova Scotia. 

On that day in 1949, Arundel 
and his companions, casting 
about for a diversion to make 
them forget the chill winds 
which whistled through their 
fishing boat's drafty cabin, de- 
cided to create on thé island a 
new and independent state—the 
Principality of Outer Baldonia— 
a nation peopled by fishermen 
alone, and only tuna fishermen, 
at that. 

Braced in the heaving cabin 
of their fishing boat, they drew 
up their first state document: 
A Declaration of Independence. 
It proclaimed for the citizens 
of the new principality the right 
to swear, lie, drink and gamble, 
and guaranteed them freedom 
forever from nagging, shaving, 
women, taxes, politics, war, cant 
and inhibitions. 

Arundel is mild-mannered, 
slight of build, and wears horn- 
rimmed spectacles secured by a

And so 
it got to Moscow. 

On Oct. 25, 1952, a vehement 
denunciation of Outer Baldonia 
appeared in the pages of the 
Literary Gazette, a_ state- 
controlled publication in the 
Russian capital, Quoting the 
Baldonian's constitutional right 
to lie, swear and otherwise mis- 
behave, the article unleashed a 
bitter tirade at the “fuhrer” of 
Baldonia and declared he had 
“set himself the aim of turning 
his subjects into savages.” 

“In a word,” the Gazette said, 
Prince Arundel had given them 
“the ‘right’ not to adhere to the 
ethical and moral laws which 
have been established by man- 
kind.” 


It was several months before 
the Gazette reached the west- 
ern Hemisphere, and was re- 
printed, tongue-in-cheek and in 
translation, in a Canadian Gov- 
ernment publication. 

Deeply hurt, the Prince of 
Princes brooded in his Washing- 
ton “chancery” over this breach 
of diplomatic etiquette by the 
Russians. Then he took pen in 
hand. 

Presently a messenger was on 
his way up Sixteenth street, 
bearing a formal protest to the 
Soviet Embassy—a note which 
threatened severance of diplo- 
matic relations unless amends 
were quickly forthcoming. Thus 
far there have been no further 
moves on either side, but Rus- 
sell, Rex, and the Outer Bal- 
donian Navy are ready

Mean to Mother

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é6 S your daughter awfully mean to you lately?” mothers 
ft teen-age girls often ask each other, and us. The 
answer is, unfortunately, that, whereas probably not 
all of them are mean and no one of them is mean all the 
time, many of them are 
mean some of the time. 
We have often thought 
about the many interesting 
different ways a child has, 
as he grows older, of not 
being nice to his mother. 
The difference, for in- 
stance, between the 11- 
year-old and the teen-ager 
is particularly noteworthy. 
The striking out of the 
ll-year-old against her 
mother tends to be violent, 
aggressive, direct, global: 
“You're the meanest mother in the whole school and all the 
kids say so!” ... “Don't think I'm going to help you put 
those things aw ay!" *’ Such remarks don't make mother feel 
very happy. But they still remain, obviously, in the realm 
of childish bad behavior and can often be treated as such. 
Their total cumulative effect may be rather undermining, 
but you as a mother at least know what to think about it. 
This is still a child, being bad. 
- & & 

BY THE TIME a girl is 13 or 14, however, her critical 
remarks to her mother are of quite a different nature. They 
may be disguised as helpful hints. They may be outright 
criticisms and complaints. But they are no longer outright 
“badnesses,” and thus are much harder than earlier to deal 
with. 

“Mother, did you have the light on when you put on 
that lipstick?” .. . “Your permanent is rather wearing out, 
isn't it?” ... “You're not going to wear THAT coat, today?” 

. “Don’t you think that skirt is rather short?” Or, more 
generally, “Mother!” when you come downstairs dressed to 
go out. Or simply, “Ha! Ha!” (in a tone which implies “very 
unfunny”) when you make a joke.

THIS IS a difficult attitude to meet and to deal with. It 
tends to be extremely deflating, and it doesn’t leave a 
mother much of a comeback. Sometimes working mothers, 
who often have to keep themselves a little more stylish and 
up-to-date than home mothers, do manage to avoid too sharp 
criticism about their appearance. But even professionals 
who are mothers are bound at times to sneeze, cough, stum- 
ble, drop something or make an inept remark, and then 
daughter is right there, ready to pounce. 

What to do? Each parent who experiences this problem 
has to work out her own formula, we're afraid. It may help 
to realize that girls seem to need to go through this process 
ef devaluating mother before they can be physically free 
themselves. We recommend trying to detach yourself emo-

HYDE PARK. 
| HAVE a communication from 


the National Association ot 

Colored Women’s Clubs, 
Inc., on the subject of nutri- 
tion among the children of the 
country, 

I was a little appalled to find 
that as far back as J941 Dr. 
Thomas Parran said: “‘Tomor- 
row’s civilization can be vastly 
different, and far better than 
today’s, if we put to work now 
what we know now about the 
nutrition of human beings.” 

He said that at that time be- 
cause, as a result of inadequate 
diets, many of our children 
were suffering from  “half- 
health, half-strength, half-hap- 
piness.” 

The association goes on to 
tell me that comparisons in pop- 
ulation and production of milk 
show, for instance, that milk 
consumption per capita is lower 
today than it was in 1941, At 
that time, our population was 
133,377,000 and our milk pro- 
duction was 115,038,000 pounds. 
In 1951, our population was 
154,360,000 and milk production 
was 115,591,000 pounds 


o . . 


THESE FIGURES show a 
very little increase in milk pro- 
duction against a large increase 
in our population, which means 
that. as far as milk was con- 
cerned, our children lacked an 
adequate diet. 

Mrs. Harris B. Gaines, pres- 
ident of the National Associa- 
tion of Colored Women’s Clubs, 
adds that at least three-fourths 
of the: nation’s children sutie: 
from undernourishment. 

How can we square this state- 
ment with the fact that we have 
food surpluses, that we are con- 
cerned with what to do in get- 
ting rid of our milk and butter 
surpluses’

THIS FIRST THING we 
should do is to see that our chil- 
dren—all of our children—in 
this rich country are nourished 
sufficiently. That is the kind 
of subsidy we can well afford 
to pay our farmers because it

Upper Leg 


By Josephine Lowman 


HE inner line of upper leg 
becomes flabby early in life 
unless you are willing to 


work to avoid it. A great deal 
can be done to prevent this and 
to improve the conditions once 
it exists. This figure defect is 
not attractive and is in evidence 
when wearing play clothes or 
swim suits. 

There are many 
which are beautifully correc- 
tive. Today I want to give you 
several. 


1. Take four long steps. Then 
bounce up and down in place. 
When bouncing lift the heels 
from the floor and bend the 
knees about a third of the way 
down. Take another four steps 
and continue. 


2. Stand with your left side 
toward a chair and slightly in 
front of the chair. Place the 
left hand on the top of the 
chair. Lift the right leg side- 
ward-upward as far as com- 
fortable. Now swing it across 
your body as far as you can. 
Swing back across the body and 
again lift up to the right, Con- 
tinue. Make this a smooth 
rhythmic swing, keeping the 
knees straight. Then turn your 
right side toward chair and 
swing your left leg. 


exercises 


3. Lie on the floor on your 
back, legs straight and arms 
resting on the floor at your 
sides. J"rag your right ceg as 
far to the right as possible. 
Place a brick or an iron or 
some other weight on the floor 
on the inside of your right foot. 
Push the weight along the floor 
until it touches your left foot. 
Again drag your right foot to 
the side, place the weight and 
continue. After a while do the 
same thing with your left leg. 
This exercise will help firm the 
inside upper leg and also will 
fill out contour. 

4. Lie on the floor on your 
back with your arms resting on 
the floor, palms toward the 
floor, Keep your knees straight 
throughout this exercise. Lift 
both legs half way up. Swing 
them apart. Swing them to- 
gether. Continue. Cling to the 
floor with your fingertips.
